Thinks Opium Habit Will Die 
Out in Time,

London, July 4.—Sir Robert 
had a further interview with 
representative.

Asked for views on the question 
of foreign missions in China, Sir Rob- 
ert said he knew of no unfriendly fee!- 
ing On the part of the Chinese governs 
ment towards missionaries, and. ase a 
matter of fact, mission work was being 
Carried on peacefully all over the coun- 
try without the apprehension of danger 
of any specta! kind Of course, OWing 
to the nature of tnings. it was impos- 
sible to sav that would 
arise Some toca! indiscretion out- 
dreak of ioca! feeling might cause some 
disturbance, and tn cases of tt 
it was often quite impossible to 
tion the exact responaibility 

Turning next to the attitude of the 
Oplum smoking and the effects pres- 
ent and future of the recent imperia! 
edict against opium, Sir Robert said: 

“I am quite sure that China realiy 
desires to see the use of oplum stopped, 
‘but this is not so easy ag it may ap- 
pear to those who are not conversant 
with the subject, for the ccnfirmea 
opium smoker will always seek means 
to indulge the habit. This is the real 
difficulty, and it !s, therefore, obvious 
that time must be given to see how 
the edict will work That it will be 
effective in the end I am certain, but 
it will not stop smoking in the present 
generation 

“Generally epeasaking, the provincia! 
authorities are loyally working with the 
central government to carry out the 
provisions of the recent edict, and in 
this connection [ should like to adda 
that China greatty appreciates the sym- 
pathy and assistance she is now re- 
ceiving from the British government tn 
this matter. There are great financia! 
Gificulties to be Overcome ‘tn the case 
@f China, as well as in that o: Indté. 
The tendency of revenue generally in 
China during the past few years has 
been to increase, and the increasea 
revenvue from other goods will probab'y 
make up in a short time what is being 
lost On oplum.”’

literally “‘mouth kitchen,.”’ where al! 
the food for his majesty'’s own table 
is prepared. Here all the cooks know 


exactly what are the special tastes of| most 


the monarch and as thesé are extreme- 
ly simple they do not require any 
elaborate cooking. In fact, the em- 
peror’s tastes are almost what the 
Viennese call “burgerliche,” that is to 
say, belonging to the middle classes 
A g004 strengthening soup. a nice, 
tender juicy slice of boiled fresh bee! 
with vegetables and one glass of beer, 
he will eat with relish: a second dish 
and even sweets, he disdains and when- 
ever they are sent to table they al- 
Ways come back untasted. 

Next to the “mundkuche” are the 
pastry and confectionery’ kitchens, 
which play an important part in Vien- 
nese cookery. When the Crown Prin- 
cess Stephanie and het daughter, the 
Archduchess Elizabeth, were living in 
the Hofburg, the cooks had always to 
prepare some special delicacies in 
cakes and sweets f-r the afternoon cof- 
fee, but these are no longer required. 
Next is the great “court or “festival” 
kitchen with its immense roasting spite 
and six great stoves of the latest de- 
sign. Here fine menus for gala din- 
ners of two hundred guests are pre- 
peared and. for another two hundred 
equerries and’ gentlemen in waiting 
whodine at the so-called “marshal's 
table.” Here, also, the oooking is 
Gone for the court balls when the 
guests number from two to three thou- 
sands. 

Another particularly interesting 
kitchen ig the “ollo” one, where a spe- 
cially strengthening soup is prepared 
which is much appreciateq towards the 
end of a court ball as a kind of “brace- 
up” for the cotillion. Usually a couple 
of hundred quarts are made, and, as 
the process as well as the tngredients 
@re somewhat elaborate, it is easy to 
see why & separate kitchen is neces- 
sary for it. 

Here is the recipe which has never 
been made public before, but always 
kept as a secret of the Hofburg kitch- 
en. Olio soup: Take seven pounds of 
beef and six pounds of veal and cut 
them into small .pieces; lay side by 
side in a deep pan and upon this a 
thin layer of sliced suet, and upon the 
top of that four onions cut in slices. 
Over the whole is poured just one pint 
of water. The pan is placed in the 
oven and allowed to stand for two 
hours. Then the pan is filled half 
full with water and allowed to bof!

IN ORDER TO GET THE

Zanzibar, 1908.—(Special 
¢ ence.)—Gixty-@ve thousand elephants 
were killed in Africa last year, and- 
more than a milifon and a half pounds 
of ivory were taken from them and 
shipped off to Europe Of this fully 
one-third came from Zanzibar, another 
third was: from Portuguese East and 
West Africa. and a large part of the 
balance was from the valley of the 
Congo. Cape Colony furnished a hun- 
dred thousand pounds, Egypt three hun- | 
Gred thousand pounds, and a large part! 
came from the Niger territories and; 
Lagos. During the past six months I} 
have been traveling through the lands) 
of ivory and elephants. I saw tusks 
for sale in the Egyptian Sudan At 
Mombasa I was shown $50,000 worth 
of ivory in one pile, and during my 
travels through Uganda and German 
East Africa I passed many long lines 
ef porters carrying elephants’ tusks on 
their heads or tied to long poles, which 
rested on their shoulders. 


A Great Ivory Market. 


Zanzibar has for years been one of 
the chief ivory markets of the world. 
There are companies here which - have 
their buyers and traders scouring Ger- 
man and British East Africa, as weil 
as the Portuguese possessions, farther 
gouth. These men fake beads, cottons 
and other merchandise to trade wiih 
the natives, and when they have accu- 
mulated a cango they send it on the 
heads of porters down to the seacoast. 
Much is now coming to~«Lake Victoria 
and over the Uganda railroad to Mom- 
basa. A great deaf goes to Tabora in 
the center of German East Africa, and 
thence on east to Bogomoye on the 
coast opposite Zanzibar, while other 
caravans bring ivory to Mogroro and it 
is sent thence by railroad to Dar es 
Salaam. 

There are 
the slopes of Mount 
the hunting goes on in the forests of 
the Great Rift valley. In British East 
Africa it costs $250 for the right to 
@hoot elephants, and a hunter dares 
mot kill more than two during a sea- 
gon. It is against the law to kill the 
baby elephants or cow elphants there, 
and the same regulations prevall in 
Uganda. In the British Sudan a license 
is required to shoot any kind of big 
game, and this is also true of British 
Central Africa. In German East Africa 
hunters are charged a few rupees for 
their elephant shooting licenses, but 
they must pay a royalty to the govern- 
ment on all the ivory they get. As 
{t ie there is considerable profit In the 
business, ané in the German colonies 
a fairly good hunter often makes big 
money. A single elephant may give 
tusks worth a thousand dollars and up- 
ward, and an old bull may produce 
three or four hundred poswnds of the 
choicest ivory.

In addition to the tusks, the elephant 
has six great teeth inside its mouth on 
each side its jaw above and below. and 
these are almost as firmly imbedded 
as the tusks themselves.

The 
Smallest forms a big load for a man, 
while one weighing 150 pounds re- 
quires four porters to carry it. Such 
men are paid from 3 to 5 cents a day 
for their labor, so that the cos: of 
transportation ls not heavy. 
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Dead Ivory. 


Have you ever heard of dead 
There is a vast quantity of 
left in Africa, and thousands of pounds 
are shipped to the ports every year. 
Dead ivory comes from animais which 
Nave died a natural death. or from 
tusks which have been gathered by 
the chiefs of the villages and stored 
away. Ivory has always been an evi- 
dence of wealth in Africa and some of 
the petty African kings have piled up 
ivory as Our misers hoard money at 
home. Some of them have buried it 
near their villages and others about 
thelr dwellings. During recent years 
some of such if!vory has been gathere?l 
together, but there is said to be much 
buried, yet to be unearthed. In addition 
to this is the ivory of elephants which 
have died natural deahts. This is com- 
posed of the enormous tusks of aged 
elephants which have dropped tn their 
tracks or have been killed by lions 
and other wild beasts.

It welghs over 200 pounds, and as 1 
stood beside it it reached high above 
my head. The biggest ivory tusk ever 
discovered was brought to Tabora. in 
German East Africa, in !886. and was 
shipped from there to Hamburg. it 
was almost ten feet in length. 
The ivory dealers here tel! 
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the tundras of Siberia. This is from 


huge animals which lived ages ago, Dut 
whose protected by the froze 1 
of northern Asia, are as good to- 
as when the animals died. it 1s 
said that !n some cases the en- 
of the mammoths have 
been found, their frozen flesh, skin and 
hair having been thus kept for Phese 
of vears. The first of tn‘s 
frozen ivory was found over 300 years 
ago, and about seventy years since tne 
annual output was estimated at vover 
100,000 pounds. It said that more 
than 1,600 mammoth tusks were sold 
in the vear 1872. At present the great- 
er part of said !Vory is going to China. 
It does not compare in quality with 
our elephant ivory, the greater part of 
it being poor, while some is absolutely 
worthless 
Zanzibar Versus Dar es Salaam. 
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The Germans are now competing with 
the British for the transcontinentai 
trade of Central Africa. The old slave 
route began at Ujiji, on Lake Tangan- 
yika, and came across German East 
Africa to Bogomoyo and thence by boat 
to Zanzibar. The slave traders loaded 
their slaves with ivory tusKs and made 
them carry them across country... When 
they got them here they sold both 
siaves and ivory to the Zanzibar mer- 
chants. In such cases many of the 
slaves were females, and were used to 
supply the harems of Arabia, Syria and 
Turkey, as well as of Egypt and other 
Mohammedan countries of North Africa. 
Such merchandise was known AS 
black ivory, In contradistinction to the 
elephants’ tusks, called white ivory. 

Since Germany has gotten possession 
of the mainland opposite here the ivory 
trade has been diverted to Dar es Sa- 
laam, and a large part of the product 
now goes there. This trade will in- 
crease with the building of the rallroad, 
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which is now being pushed on toward 
Lake Tanganyika. It will go to Ta- 
bora and from there probiDly on 
Ujiji, with a braneh to the Victe;ia 
Nyanga. The shipping of Dar es Sa- 
laam is rapidly increasing. That port 
has a good harbor, and the largest 
steamers are now calling there. 

Queer African Natives. 


The Germans are rapidly exploring 
their colfontes;..and« they are. finding 
gome strange things away out here in 
the African wilds. ‘They have aito- 
gether seven or eight million of these 
natives in their part of the white mains 
burden; and they are diviled up into 
many nations and tribes. Some ef ths 
most intelligent are about Tabora, anda 
it is from there that the colony ex- 
pects to get the labor to cuitiVate tne 
plantations along the seacoast. The na- 
tives of that region have a king and 
subordinate chiefs: and women are 80 
highly regarded that they are s >me- 
times elected as the chiefs of thir 
respective villages. These people be- 
lHeve in spirlis, and they think that the 
dead live again, as spirits. Every cilef 
has a hut in which the spirits are sup- 
posed to dwell.

Education of the Negroes.

The houses of Shirati are round huts 
with thatched roofs and walls of up- 
right sticks chinked with mud. = The 
interior of each house is divided into 
two compartments, one for the men 
and the other for the cattle. The 
cooking fire is made in the center of 
the hut, the blaze being usually started 
by means of friction, just as our In- 
dians made fire before Columbus came. 
The people sleep on the ground, using 
pillows of wood. 

Outside many of the huts I saw gran- 
aries. These are tall, round wicker- 
work baskets made of cane or plaited 
rushes, chinked tight with cow dung. 
They are raised upon‘poles a foot or 
so from the ground, and have conical 
roofs of thatch. There ts a little door 
at the top of each granary, through 
which the corn is put In or taken out.

TURN RUSS JAILS INTO MORGUES

&t. Petersburg, July 4.—Prison reform 
in the czar’s dominions is a crying need; 
80 Much so that protests frequently find 
their way into foreign papers and de- 
tails of crwel systems awake horror in 
Civilized lands. 

A case which was recently brought 
to the public notice wae that of seven- 
ty-three prisoners in the Schlusselberg 
prison in St. Petersburg. Six of this 
number were women who were impll- 
cated in the recent plot to assassinate 
the caar and his wife and children. 
The plot twas betrayed by one of the 
Cossacks on guard at the Tsarkoe Selo 
palace, who had agreed to join the con- 
spirators and whose conscience troubled 
him to guch an extent that he con- 
fessed the whole conspiracy and shot 
himself. 

His statements led to the arrest of 
several hundred people, amongst whom 
were three members of the duma,. They 
were sent to Schlusselberg. Seventy- 
three of them have managed to send 
out an appea! to the duma to have their 
grievances looked into. They are packad 
together in three small cells, chaired 
hand and foot, day and night. Their 
diet consists of bread and water, and 
the filth with which they are Surround- 
ed has resulted in a malignant fever 
breaking out. The finishing touch was 
put To their misfortunes when, in re- 
sponse to the complaints in the duma, 
the director of the prisons board went 
to see them. One of the men, who 
was too weak to sit up, refused to stand 
when the official entered the cel. He 
was whipped till the blood ran from 
his wounds. His fellow prisoners pro- 
tested against this barbarous treat - 
ment. “You shal} have somethimg bet- 
ter,’ replied a warder and ordered the 
soldiers to beat them with their rifle- 
batts. These facts have leaked oul; 
but there are many more as bad, if not 
worse, which are hushed up by the of- 
ficials. course some of the prison- 
ers are released, sooner or later, and it 
ls from their lips that tales of cruelty, 
megiect, disease and starvation are 
heard. 

A typicai 
heard is that of one 
brass worker of Warsaw. He was a 
respectable, hard-~working man, with a 
large family, and was spending the eve- 
ning with some friends when the police 
entered and announced that 
he was arrest. He protested that 
he was of any charge which 
could possibly be made against him, 
and that he never occupied himself with 
politics. 

He was carried off by force 
town hall. where 400 prisoners 
into a space-designed for fifty, and 
was thrown into a cell filied with 
thieves, vagabonds and bandits of the 
worst type. 

There is no need to describe the filth 
and discomfort of such a cell ‘where 
fourteen men live, eat, drink and aileep 
in a room built for two giapptly, he 
had a little money in his pocket and 
bribed one of the soldiers to give him 
something palatable to eas But for 
the whole of the seix weeks he was 
there, all his to see a higher 
official or to learn the cause ot his ar- 
rest were in vain. 

After his samali stock 
out the soldiers frequently 
rifie-butts upon him and he 
came a mass of bruises and cuts. 
last, after a month and a  helf, 
warder told him he could go.

200 hundred of that number died. The 
sick are not always separated from the 
well, because the hospital ig over- 
crowded, and very often patients are 
not visited by a doctor until they are 
past all help. Of course, this typhoid 
is only a result of bad treatment, star- 
vation and filth. It is quite impossible 
to keep men and women even compara- 
tively healthy under the conditions 
which prevail in many Russian prisons. 
Only five minutes’ exercise is allowed 
daily to the Inmates, and this is taken 
surrounded by 
high walls, where the air its nearly 
always stifling and the space ig crowded 
with the prisoners and their warders. 

The prisoners are submitted to al] 
sorts of petty persecutions.: In Charkow 
prisom severa) inmates were fairly wel! 
off and, by means of bribing the ward- 
érs, ™Managed to smuggle in tea and 
spirit lamps on which to boil water. 
Por some time they were allowed to 
makd their tea in peace; then suddenly 
one of the warders was offended by 
some of them, and ordered the sptrit 
lamps and tea to be confiscated at once. 
The governor of the prison was ap- 
pealed to, but in vain, because he did 
not care to come and visit the cells, 
and, therefore, expressed ‘‘complete 
confidence’ in his warders. The whole 
prison responded by organizing a “hun- 
eer strike,” and refused to eat any- 
thing. This became troublesome 
to °° the authorities because the 
sftrikers fell il) by the hundred. The 
prisonere themselves, when asked why 
they “cut off their noses to spite their 
faces," replied that it was the only 
form of protest they had, and that they 
were 80 miserable that to fall fll sooner 
or later did not much matter. 

It is only fair to record that some 
humane governors of prisons do all they 
can to alleviate the eufferings of the 
unhappy people in their charge. But 
they complain that they are as much 
victims of a bad system as the pris- 
oners themselves. They can do noth- 
ing to enlarge the overcrowded prisons, 
and the funds at their disposal are 
quite inadequate to feed the prisoners 
properly. Ae to the beating and other 
forms or barbarism which prevail, they 
are powerless to prevent it. A Russian 
soldier will, use the butt @nd of his 
rifle as a man in a civilized country 
uses his ton@ue—without thinking, and 
because it is always at hand. 

The coroner, whose duty it ts to pre- 
pare cases for the publile prosecutor, 
has to start With the supposition that 
the people brought before him are 
guilty. Therefore, all sorts of “persua- 
sive methods” such as thrashing, 
knouting and flogging with long India- 
rubber cords, afe used to make prison- 
ers confess. Their teeth are knocked 
out and their faces beaten to a jelly. 
This procedure ig successful in many

MOLE'S HEART 


USED AS CHARM 


Remarkable Instance of Super- 
stition Comes From Germany 


| Over 6250 Was Extorted From a 


Superstitious Family by a So- 
Called Witch—Liver of Horse 
Was Baked—Many Other 
Charms Used. 


Special Cable. 

Berlin, July 4.—Advocates of the ab- 
solutist conditions which obtain in 
Mecklenburg often contend that the 
inhabitants of the sister duchies are 
the happiest people in Germany. That 
felicity is not their sole characteristic 
was, however, shown at a trial just 
concluded at Schwerin. The proceed- 
ings, indeed, revealed a depth and 
degradation of superstition which are 
not a little astonishing in a country 
which ig so often held up ag the model 
of culture ang enlightenment. 

The events on which the charge was 
based took place at Grevesmuhlen, a 
town of five thousand inhabitants, to 
the north of Schwerin, and the whole 
affair arose, unromantically enough, 
Out of a stomach-ache. The patient 
was one Frau Rollenhagen, who com- 
plained of her trouble to a neighbor, 
Frau Krakow. The latter at once de 
clared that she knew a “wise woman” 
at Wismar who could diagnose the iIl- 
ness from the hair at the back of the 
head, and supplied infallible remedies 
for all human ailments. Frau Krakow 
further offered her friendly services as 
go-between, and, entrusted with a 
sample of Frau Rollenhagen’s hair, set 
off for the nelghboring seaport town, 
whence she returned with a black pow- 
der, for which she said she had paid 
'O marks. 

Unfortunately, the malady got better, 
and {t was quite natural that when 
the Rollenhagen family was involved 
in fresh trouble through one of the 


, daughters being dismisseg from service 


for theft, Krakow was again consult- 
ed. She suggested that dishonesty had 
been bewitched into the girl, and, 
commissioned to make another journey 
to Wismar, this time brought back two 
black powders, one to be taken in- 
ternally and the other to be worn 
round the neck In a linen bag. The 
daughter was, however. charged with 
theft, and in gpite of the charms cut 
rather a sorry figure in court. 

Krakow now declared that the 
witches must have sealed up the girl's 
mouth, and she must herself go to the 
wise woman, one Frau Treptow, and 
be exorcised. This process was ac- 
companied by the killing of a mole, 
the heart of which was extracted, 
roasted and hung round the girl's neck 
in a silver locket. 

Krakow Became Greedier. 


Encouraged by success, Krakow be- 
came greedier and more impudent in 
her imposture. In the facts that the 
Rollenhagen girl cut her finger, and 
that the mother got a Pimple on her 
face, she affected to see fresh signs 
that the witches were at work, and 
boldly designated two ol4 women af | 
Grevesmuhlen, Frau Brandt and Frau 
Vitense, as the authors of all the evil. 


Both mother and daughter were now 
dragged off to the wise woman to be! 
exorcised, but even this was ineffec- | 
tive, for shortly after an anonymous 
letter, threatening awful calamities, 
and inclosing three mice and a fish's | 
head, reached the terrified family. 
This time Krakow was able to pre- | 
scribe without the assistance of the | 
wise woman. At her instructions, the | 
heart, lungs and liver of a horse were | 
obtained from a knacker’s yard, and | 
baked for four:+hours, while the entire | 
Rollenhagen family sat round the | 
stove in breathless silence, enforced by 
the belief that the slightest whisper 
would nullify the whole proceeding. At 
the end of this trying vigil the baked 
organs were divided among four flow- 
er pots and covered with earth. Frau 
Rollenhagen was then ordered to place 
a 20-mark piece on the top of each pot. 
After Krakow had removed the hard 
cash and transferred it to her pocket, 
two of the potg were buried opposite 
the door-posts, and the third at the 
nearest crossroads, while the mistress 
of the ceremonies departed with» the 
fourth to Wismar. 

There, unfortunately, the wise woman 
announced that further measures must 
be taken. Krakow now organized an- 
other hocug pocus. After solemnly 
walking three times round as many 
trees, she took from each a twig, and 
bound them all together into a broom, 
for which Rollenhagen had to pay 80 
marks, and with which she was told to 
beat a shirt. The blows, said Krakow, 
would be felt on the back of the witch 
Brandt. Soon an appealing letter from 
the witch arrived. Encouraged by her 
success, Rollenhagen persevered, til] 
one fine day the broom flew in pieces. 
That destroyed its efficacy, and the 
witch wrote triumphantly that she had 
now got the upper hand again. 

So it went on till Rollenhagen’s son- 
in-law learned what was being done 
with the little patrimony which he ex- 
pected one day to inherit, and he in- 
formed the police. Krakow, who had 
extorted $250 from her victims, was 
sentenced to a year’s imprisonment. 
The wise woman, whose universal 
panacea was the dried and powdered 
root of St. John’s wort, had not been 
taken into the accused’s confidence, 
and had receivegd only a mark a time 
for her consultations.

New York,July 4.—If ever a man earned 
q the right to live at peace with his fel- 
low man, Bela Mandel, of Hungary, has 
| earned it. Forty-eight men have faced 

him on the field of honor; forty-eignt 

men have left the field, some wounded 

some borne off dead by their friends, 
(Others unscathed yet owing their life 
to fis magnanimity, all defeated. And 
never a wound has one of them inflictea 
upon him! He seems to bear a charmed 
life. What kind of fate has watched 
over him he cannot tell, but he is today 
| Skinwhole, though forty-eight men have 
sought to kill him. 

Mandel is not a swash buckler, 
fire-eater. He has never sought a duel, 
he hates duelling, he is tired of duelling, 
and to escape the necessity of ever hav- 
ing to fight again he has come to make 
his home jn America. 

One of the best-known duellists in 
Hungary, Mr. Mandel. hopes never 
again to have to take his stand on the 
field of honor. ““Duelling is the most 
unnecessary and foolish custom in the 
world,” said Mr. Mandel.

They see their numbers continually 
increasing; they see the Old World 
shrinking from any contest with their 
growing strength; they deny, or at 
least they do not recognize, that any 
moral change has passed over their 
millions, and they perceive, as they 
listen to their present president, that 
now, as in the great civil war, they 
will throw up out of the depths of 
their elective system adequate and 
trustworthy leaders. 

In 1860 they found Abraham Lincoln, 
and 1908 they are listening—and was 
there ever so vast or so attentive an 
audience?—to Theodore Roosevelt. They 
wait, therefore, in the full confidence 
that, however dark the path may mo- 
mentarily appear, the way will open, 
and they will emerge conscious not 
only of safety, but, as their president 
says in soldier-like phrase, of “‘tri- 
umph.” 

A nation penetrated with that feel- 
ing cannot be broken, and we only 
wish that we saw more of it among 
the nations of Europe, and more espe- 
cially in our own despondent land.

WORK AND HABITS. By Albert J. 
Beveridge. Had there been no oracie 
at Delphi, there would have been one 
in later centuries at that particular 
spot in the United States senate, inha”- 
ited by one Albert J. Beveridge, youthful 
and verbose senator from Indiana. 

Perhaps it is not the fault of Mr. Bev- 
eridge. Some people are born garrulous, 
and grow steadily worse until death 
brings an end to their sufferings. 

So often, however, has the “young 
man” of the day been made the target 
for gratuitous advice; advice that runs 
all the way from directions for hitching 
his trousers to the best way to eScape_ 
the superwoman; and so often has the 
literary senator from Indiana trained 
the 13-inch guns of his verbal batteries 
on this particular object— 

That whenever one picks up one of his 
ready-to-wear, made-while-you-watt, 
royal-road-to-success documents,  in- 
stinctively he recalls the explosive pro- 
test of Owen Wister’s lovable Virginian, 
“Don’t talk so much!” (If memory is 
reliable, there was no incendiary. ad- 
jective qualifying the sentence, thougn 
there should have been.) 

Mr. Beveridge oozes “wise laws and 
modern instances” as a honey-comb does 
succulence. Also his bank account has 
to buy a larger suit eVery day, which 
is, of course, quite irrelevant. 

To be accurate, “Work and Habits” is 
an admirably conceived and ably exe- 
cuted series of’ talks with young men 
(middle-aged ones, for that matter) re- 
garding many of the problems beset- 
ting the pathway of the average Amer- 
ican. Mr. Beveridge does his best, and 
it is a best not to be discounted, to in- 
Oculate the rising generation with higm 
ideals. He would not have commer- 
cialism and money lust debase our no- 
bier instincts. 

There is something more exalted than 
mere material success, thinks -the gen- 
tieman from Indiana, and he would 
have men labor for the “joy of the 
working,” and not for the sheer dollar; 
in which we heartily agree with him. 

Likewise he is of the opinion there is 
too much -timidity in public life, too 
iiuch homage t@ expediency on part oft 
our public men, too harrowing a fear of 
defeat: elements that combine to 
thwart righteous legislation and to 
narrow their individual careers. In this 
the average Observer of intelligence wi!l 
concur with the senator, though we 
might remind him that politicians have 
been noncommittal, and addicted to the 
band-wagon habit since the stone age, 
without intermission. 

It would not be doing the senator jus- 
tice unless admission were made that 
his views are strong, virile and of emi- 
‘nent mental and mora! healthfulness in 
@ day when readjustment in politics and 
political ideals ‘render these qualities 
rare and desirable. 

Yet it is difficult to restrain a littie 
petulence, when we consider that when- 
ever a public man lacks for a subject, he 
“takes it out” in peddling advice that 
smells strongly of platitudes in masque- 
‘tade. In spite of which, we still man- 
age to progress and develop opinions 
Other than those of the guaranteed-fit 
variety. (Publication by Henry Altemug

A Boek for Every Georgia Citizen. 
THE CIVIL GOVERNMENT OF 
GFORGIA. By John H. T. McPherson, 
iPh. D., Professor of History and Polit- 
ical Sclence in the University of Geor- 
gia. This work, nominally a text-book 
for use in school and college, should 
be in the possession of every Georgian 
who regards his obligations of citizen- 
ship with any degree of seriousness. 

Professor McPherson has covered the 
entire range of the civil government of 
Georgia. Each detail of the machinery 
by which the state is ruled,. every 
phase of its civil and political institu- 
tions, treated with a clear complete- 
ness that lends itself ideally to pur- 
poses of reference as well as the ex- 
temporaneous demands of memory. 

The study opens with what may be 
called an epitomized civil history of 
Georgia, from the date of its founding 
to the present stage of its develop- 
ment. Professor MoPherson gives in 
generous outline the political and eco- 
nomic significance of epochal develop- 
ments in the state’s career, as respects 
men and issues. The abundance and 
variety of Georgia's resources and the 
large destiny legitimately depending 
on eir exploitation, are summarized 
vividly and in convenient compass. 

The administrative scheme of Geor- 
gia, state, county, municipal, on down 
to the unit, is given in easily compre- 
bended detail. The scope and functions 
of our law makers, the divisions and 
the duties of the judiciary, the intri- 
cacies of our system of taxation are 
presented in well-ordered array. 

Nor has Professor McPherson failed 
to catch the genius of progress visible 
throughout the commonwealth today. 
He stresses and explains development 
in education, agriculture and every 
branch of industry with a lucidity that 
laves a sharp-cut impression*on the 
mind. 

Contrary to the usual pule, the book 
makes absorbing reading on its own 
merits, aside from the importance of 
the theme. A careful analysis of its 


statements will thoroughly familiarize 
the patriotic citizen with the genius of 
the government of which he is an” es- 
sential unit. (Publication by Hinds, 
Noble & Eldredge, New York.)

If Mr. Macy neglected to avail him- 
self of mich of the later data which 
goes nh removing the itnjust stigma 
from Poé¢'s reputation, he at least has 
not seizéd upon many of the old libels 
fostereq by envy or encouraged by that 
Omnipresent bore—the half-baked mor- 
alist searching In tombs for illustrious 
{llustrations of the accepted platitude 
that the “‘way of the transgressor is 
‘hard.’’

A Powerftfal Story. 


THE ANCIENT LAW. By Ellen Glas- 
gow. It is mainly to be regretted that 
Fllen Glasgow's “Ancient Law’ was 
issued In a year distinguished by many 
novels which we may designate by the 
‘term, “‘néarly excellent.”"” For strength 
and for grasp her work will rank well 
above the average romance of more se- 
rious import, though, as has been inti- 
mated, the current novel must inevita- 
bly suffer by reason of the large and 
divided demands upon the public atten- 
tion this season. 

Miss Glasgow is thoroughly at home 
in Virginia, the scene of her former 
novels, which she utilizes as the par- 
tial background for ‘“The Ancient Law."’

MIND IN THP MAKING. By Edgar 
James Swift, professor of psychology 
and pedagogy in Washington university, 
St. Louis. Anelyzing the construction 
and evolution of mind at their very 
source, thie conscientious and elaborate 
study of Professor Swift must Iinevita- 
Dly exert a serious effect on the course 
of mental, moral and physical educa- 
tion in this country. 

The attitude of the author toward the 
human mind is precisely that of a, 
skilled and divining microscopist, thor- 
oughly in touch with the habits and the 
pecullarities of the objects he passes 
under hig lenses, and bringing to their 
inspection a mind stored with prece- 
dents and the lore of deep and intelli- 
gent learning. 

Professor Switt lays down as a broad 
premise that our present method of 
educating the young is.at fault. He 
scores the system that provides one 
course of instruction for all grades of 
minds and personalities, and that does 
not take account of individua)] varia- 
tions and idiosyncrasies. 

He cites innumerable instances of 
men who have attained fame in history, 
but who were. thought stupid and inef- 
ficient In their scholastic days, for the 
reason that the blanket system of edu-

Standards of maturity. 

Professor Swift gives due attention to 
the influences of heredity, seeing in 
them the responsibility for many vi- 
clous or commendable outcroppings with 
which the individual volition is now 
credited. 

If the somewhat abstract theme to 
»which Professor Swift addresses him- 
eelf does not frighten off a popular for- 
lowing, there are -grounds for hoping 
that his studies will be of material er- 
fect on our current educational standa- 
ards and on our treatment of juvenile 
criminals, which latter phase is eluci- 
dated at some length.

The ordinance in ful] as it will be in- | 


troduced is as follows: 

Be it ordained by the mayor 
council of the city of Atlanta as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person owning, occupying or having use of 
any stable, shed. pen, stall! or other place 
within the city of Atlanta, where 
any kind are kept to permit such stable, 
shed, pen, stall or place to become or to 
remain filthy or unwholesome. 

Sec. 2. Every person owning or 
any building or part of a butiding or place 
within the city of Atlanta where one or more 
horses, mules, cows or similar animals are 
kept, shall maintain in connection therewitb 
a bin or pit for the reception of manure, 
and, pending the removal! from the premises 
of the manure from the animal or animals 
aforesaid, shall place such manure in said 
bin or pit. The-bin or pit required by this 
regulation shall be located at a point as re- 
mote @s practicable from any dwelling, 
church, school or similar structure owned by 
any person or persons in the neighborhood of 
said bin or pit, other than the owner of 
the occupant of the bullding or part of 
bullding or place aforesaid, and as remote 
as practicable from any street or avenue; 
shall be so constructed as to exclude rain 
water, and shall in all other respects be 
water-tight; shall be provided with a _ suit- 
able cover, and constructed so as to prevenes 
the Ingress and egress of flies. No bin or 
pit shall be constructed the bottom of which 
is below the level of the surface of the sur- 
rounding earth unless it be of substantial 
masonry . 

Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful! for any per- 
son owning or occupying any building or part 
of building or place located within the city 
of Atlanta. in which building or part of 
building or place any horse, mule, cow or 
similar animal is kept, to keep any manure 
or permit any manure to be kept, in or upon 
any portion of the premises other than the 
bin or pit provided for that purpose; nor 
shall any person aforesaid allow any such 
bin or pit to be overfifted or to be needlessly 
uncovered. 

Sec. 4 It shall be the duty of the chief of 
the sanitary department to see that the con- 
tents of all such bins or pits are removed 
not legs than twice a week; all manure to be | 
removed in wagons or carts provided by the | 
city of Atlanta for this purpose; such wagons 
or carts must be effectually covered wit!

It shall be unlawful for any per- 
gon to remove manure from any pit or bin, 
er any other place where manure has been 
accumulated, and deposit such manure in 
any place within of Atlanta without 
a permit from the heaith officer authorizing 
him to do so, and then only in accordance 
with the terms of such permit.

Sec. 7. Pending its removal by the sant- 
tary department all garbage must be kept 
in a watertight vessel which is provided with 
a close fetting top, and such vessel shall be 
kept closed so as to prevent the ingress and 
egress of flies. 

All surface closets and privies 
which have not water and sewer connections | 
must be provided by the owner of the préem- 
ises with watertight receptacies for holding 
all human and other excreta.

School since its found- 
ing have gone back to teach in the 
common schools of their communities 
and counties. Correspondence with the 
graduates of this tInstitution discloses

Village and rural schools of the state. 


Where Students Come From. 


A study of the school statistics re- 
veals a number of interesting facts. 
It shows just where these students 
come from, what kind of boys and giris 
they are and what their education 
means to Georgia. There were in at- 
tendance upon the State Normal! school 
last session 476 stydents in the regular 
grades and 110 In the Muscogee Ele- 
mentary school, making a total attend- 
ance of $8866. There are 29 teachers in 
the faculty and the school has 3% teach- 
ers and officers. 

Ninety-seven counties in Georgia 
were represented In the student body 
of the State Normal! school last session; 
116 of these students held diplomas 
from other Institutions, 5! of them held 
first grade licenses, 86 second grade | 
and 38 third grade, while !89 had had 
previous experience in teaching; 176 of 
these students earned their own money 


jng, 


on which they went through the nor- 
mal school. 

Sixty per cent of the students of this 
institution are the sons and daughters 
of farmers; 45 graduated this year and 
Since the founding of the schoo! 386 
have graduated. 


Grewth of the School. 


As the years have passed the State 
Normal school has achieved a wonder- 
ful growth. Bight years ago there 
were but 9 members of the faculty. 
That body now has 29 members, a4 
growth of more than $300 per cent. 
Thirteen years ago the school began 
with but one building, the old Rock 
college, now known as Gilmer hall. 
This building served as dormitory, 
dining room, kitchen, president’s cot- 
tage and recitation room. In those 
days it was nothing uncommon for as 
many as ten young ladies to be crowd- 
ed into one bed room, so inadequate 
were the facilities and so eager were 
the teachers of Georgia to secure the 
normal training afforded by this school. 
There are now seven brick bulldings 
and three small wooden bulldjngs on 
the normal school campus, and yet oth- 
ers are needed if the institution is to 
keep up its good work in all of its 
branches. 

The school nas gained these bulid- 
ings through much struggle. The firat 
addition to the original number was 
when the authorities erected what is 
now known as Bradwell hall, the male 
dormitory. The money for thig build- 
ing was squeezed out of an appro- 
priation by the legislature and finished 
by making a !0 per cent cut of the 
salaries of the members of the faculty, 
to which they willingly submitted. The 
auditorium building was bullit in a 
similar manner, many of the students 
contributing to the fund. 

The need for a dormitory being so 
pressing, the Georgia division of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy came to 
the rescue, and erected the Winnie 
(Davis Memorial hall, a handsome dor- 
mitory that accommodates sixty young 
women. 

Mr. George Foster Peabody, of New 
York, then gave the new practice school 
building and the equipment thereof. 

The growth of the schoo] became so 
rapid that the floor space of the recita- 
tion rooms became thoroughly inade- 
quate, and several classes had to »be 
taught in the open air. The dining 
room facilities were so cramped that 
at each meal there had to be served 
two tables. This state of affairs brought 
forth a bill in the ‘legislature appro- 
priating the sum of $26,000, provided an 
equal amount should be raised by the 
friends of the school. Hon. James M. 
Smith, of Smithonia, gave $10,000, Mr. 
Peabody gave $10,000, and generous citi- 
zene in Athens and throughout the 
state made up the remaining $6,000, Of 
this latter amount the faculty and 
Students contributed a large portion. 
With this money were erected two large 
and commodious buildings, the James M. 
Smith science hall, a magnificent rec- 
itation hall, and the large new dining 
hall. 

The next need for a hullding was one 
in which te store the library of the 
school. There are now over 5,000 good 
books in the State Normal school li- 
brary. 

A few weeks since Mr. Andrew Car- 
negie announced a gift of $20,000 for a 
library building at this institution, on 
certain conditionsc as to meintenance 
of the same being complied with. 
These conditians will be fully met, and 
the erection of the new library wbuild- 
ing will go forward during the coming 
fall. es

Two thousand new teachers are negded 
every year to fill the demand in Geor- 
gia. The State Normal School and all 
the normal schools in Georgia cannot 
supply one-twentieth part of that 
number. Thus ft !8 apparent. that 
more facilities must be afforded if 
more graduates are to be turned out.

EXCITES GREAT INTEREST 


Some Timely Discussion On An Industry Which Has Long 
Been Neglected by the Farmers of the South. 


The question of beef-raising in the 
State of: Georgia is of late causing 
widespread attention. 

This industry has really been a neg- 
lected One in the past, but a movement 
is being started to create more intef- 
est in this industry amongst the farm- 
ers and cattle raisers all over the state. 

Georgia is ideally adapted for the 
production of good beef cattle. The cli- 
matic conditions are on a par with any 
State in the union... The fertilibty oF 
the soil has never been questioned, and 
with more attention to the minor de- 
tails, there is no reason. why Georgia 
should not produce as good beef cattle 
as the western meats that We are now 
paying such high prices for. 

Proper attention to the cattle, tne 

careful raising of the herds and a 
strict watch on the dreaded disease 
that is always prevalent among cattle, 
should make Georgia a good beef-pro- 
ducing state. 
White Is Prime Mover. 
H. White, Jr., president of the 
packing bouse of White-McLen- 
don Company, is the prime mover !n 
this direction. Mr. White is very én- 
thustastic over the prospects for good 
cattle being developed in the state, and 
‘particularly the promoting of interest 
in establishing packing plants with 
modern equipment at some central 
point or points in the state, thus giving 
the people of Georgia finished product, 
with less expense than shipping same 
te Chicago, Kansas City or some of the 
other packing house points. 

Mr. White was very eager to get the 
movement under way, and in an inter- 
view stated very forcibly his reasons 
for getting the people of the state inter- 
ested and the method of procedure. 

“When improvement in business con- 
ditions warrants acommunity in declar- 
ing its prosperity to the world at large 
for the purpose of increasing general 
eonfidence,”” said he, “it is fitting that 
the representative commercial interests 
of that community should formulate @ 
principle by which they may becoms 
better known and thereby enhance tne 
value of their progress.

“I therefore suggest that in each 


of meat consumed within the Itmits af 
this state. There is shipped into Geor- 


wia a weekly average of more than one 


million and a half pounds of fresh 
meats. This does not inclade one pound 
of cured meats, such as dry salt sides, 
bellies, hams, lard and other packing 
house products, but we receive weekly 
one and a half million of fresh meats, 
shipped into Georgsa within five days 
after slaughter at some commercial cen- 
ter outside the state of Georgia. 


Paying Dearly for Cattle. 


“In dry salt meats, hams ang other 
provisions we consume many times as 
much as the quantity of fresh meats. 

“We are paving dearly for the cattle 
and live stock that enrich the farm 
lands of our neighboring states. We 
cannot hope, nor could we expect, our 
full requirements right from the start. 

“At no time in the history of the 
business has there been better pros- 
pects of a steadier demand of finished 
beef cattle of good breeding and qual- 
ity. 

“Scrub cattle are never in active de- 
mand and meet disappointment on any 
Market to sellers as well as buyers, for 
the latter has to me@t the demands of 
his customers and ex/periences as much 
difficulty in finding satis for the prod- 
uct of poor beef as has the cattle 
Seller to find a buyer for the animal. 

“It is the quick grown, well develop- 
ed beef that brings the top price on any 
market. 

“Improving the breeds of beef cattle 
is the first essential step to be taken 
in the way of obtaining the results 
needed to make Georgia stock-raising 
profitable. 

“Good breed of beef cattle will do as 
well in Georgia with proper care and 
attention as will our dairy cattle, which 
have reached a state of perfection, or 
&s well as the beef cattle of Texas. 
where climatic conditions are very sim- 
llar to ours. 


Must Fight Disease. 


“The disease so. fatal to beef cattle 
in certain sections of the state should 
be fought vigorously and the obstacle 
Overcome as has been done elsewhere. 

“Mhis state consumes a larger propor- 
tion of pork products than any other 
State in the union. 

“We don't want heavy meat, but on 
the other hand, we pay a pfemium for 
light meat, just exactly the kind of 
meats that can be produced in abund- 


per pound. I had raised these cattle trom | 
calves, and all were four years old, except- 
ing One steer, which was a 38-year-old. The 
steers averaged 1,672 and the heifers 1,450 
pounds; therefore the steers brought an aver- 
age price of $94 and the heifers §79.75 per 
head. Deducting the purchase price of §15 
per head these cattle made a gross profit 
each year of nearly §20 per head, which 1s 
very g0od when we consider that much of the 
feed used was not otherwise valuable. Most 
farmers who rough cattle through one or two 
seasons and finish on pasture or ‘warm up’ a 
little on corn are satisfied with a gross profit 
vf $15 per head each year.’’+W. E. D. in 
Rural New Yorker. 

These instances show that there is a good 
demand for beef cattle of good quality and 
at very.profitable prices when put on the 
right market. 

I remember to have read a news item a 
day or so after Mr. White's article first ap- 
peared, recording the sale of about 200 Geor- 
gia scrub cattle at $10 each. This was pa- 
raded as an important transaction, and so 
far as could be judged by the tene of the 
article was regarded as very satisfactory to 
the party making the sale. 

in ome case we are informed that seven 

head of northern cattle sold for a total sum 
of $629,560, equal to an average for the 
Seven of nearly $80 gach, or, say, just nine 
times as much as the Georgia animals were 
sold for. 
Mr. White’s cattle may be of as good qual- | 
ity as those quoted in Chicago at around 8 
cents per pound gross. If so; he is the victim 
of the undeveloped market. It has ever been 
the lot of pioneers in any business that they 
have had a hard-row to hoe in establishing 
themselves. When I[ began making creamery 
grade of butter about fifteen years age | 
had the same trouble Mr, White is now hav- 
ing with his beef cattle. I had gone to con- 
siderable expense to fix up my place for 
turning out the best grade product and had 
informed myself so that I knew I had the 
goods, but when I went into Atlanta and 
other markets was met everywhere with the 
statement that GOOD BUTTER COULD NOT 
BE MADE IN GEORGIA, and in most cases 
[ could not even induce the merchant to talk 
to me. But by degrees I did get into the 
market and have for many years had a de 
mand for all we can make at a price which 
averages higher than in the north. 

I hope Mr. White and others wiH not give 
up the fight. The FOUNDATION OF GOOD

Stop Selling Calves. 


“It would be well for the farmer to 
stop selling his calves, as at present.

A good calf, well-bred, cared for and 
finished for beef at three years, will 
weigh from 1,000 to 1,200 pounds, and 
be worth from $50 to $60. These fig- 
ures do not represent the highest point 
the calf would reach, but a fair av- 
erage of what Georgia should produce. 

‘This industry can be added to Geor- 
gia without detriment to any other. Our 
lands will be made rich and fertile. Our 
cotton flelds wij] be more productive, 
while we might continue to consume 
commercia! fertilizers in some sections, 
with the cattle industry here, and all 
raw materials at hand for manufacture 
of fertilizer, this could be produced at a 
less cost, and the farmer would derive 
benefits even from the commerctal fer- 
tilizers used on their farms as the re- 
Bult of cattle raising. 

“It is to be hoped that the business 
men and farmers will take an active 
hand and work together with the de- 
termination to bring about the proper 
development of the live stock industry in 
Georgia; the packing house industry 
will then be an added commercial en- 
terprise to our state.’’ 

The Constitution, with its usual

such carrion was shipped out, and what I 
suppose is that that was the ‘‘good Kansas 
City beef’ the market man at Ironaton could 
buy for 5 cents or less per pound. I alag 
wish to say that I could not retail beef in 
that town without paying a heavy—in fact, 
prohibitive license. The same is ‘true of 
Talladega in regard to license, etc. As @ 
co uence the people have to pay out- 
rageous prices for beef and they have no 
one to blame but themselves. They allow 
Swift and Armour to control the town 
butchers and the town butchers control the 
people’s beef, a prohibitive license bars out 
all meat peddling, with the result that it pay 
mo one to raise meat. In truth a farmer 
would make more money by setting on eggs 
till they were hatched and then scratching 
for the chickens than he can by raising beef 
cattle here.

I raise fine Irisn potatoes, especially late 
potatoes, Burbanks. My land suits them 
perfectly and as I was raised in Ireland I 
take pride in raising fine ones and always 
succeéd. Ironaton and Talladega were my 
markets. At the former place the head man. 
seeing that I sold them in quantity, decided 
he would have them raised on the farm be- 
longing to the Alabama Car and Iron 
Company, and one fall when I went to sell 
“spuds’’ 8 found the market house stocked? 
with potafoés. I told ff® market man they 
would just suit for the lIlttle boys to play 
marbles with. Another year I sowed a lot 
of dwarf Essex rape in the fall for greens 
to sell at Ironaton, for there was always a 
tremendous demand for spring greens. The 
Winter was mild, buf on St. Valentine’s day 
a hard freeze cut my greens to the ground, 
After that warm weather brought up the 
nicest lot of tender greens in the world and 
I took a lot to Ironaton just to see how they 
would sell. When I went back the follow- 
ing week the market man told me to bring 
lots of them, as they sold like hot cakes. I 
said the trouble was to cut them in time in 
the morning. ‘‘Oh!*’ he said, ‘‘take your 
mowing machine and house rake and bring 
me a good load.’’ But the management at 
Ironaton decided that turnip greens raised on 
their farm were good enough for their people 
and after a while I sold no more greens in 
Ironaton. Several winters I sold Irish pota- 
toes in Talladega, but had to take a good 


deal less than northern potatoes could be 
laid down there for, though mine were ad- 
mittedly the best. I found it took a good 
deal of salesman talk to make people believe 
that Irish potatoes as good as those raised 
north can be grown in Alabama. The same 
is true of lots of other things, and if you 
don't stop it the sweet potato trust of Kan- 
sas will supply Georgia with the canned 
article and your farmers will forget how to 
raise them, and then some wise acre will 
be telling you that the soil and climate of 
Georgia does not sult sweet potatoes. 

That ig about the way it is with beef just 
now. There is no native beef on the market 
except some old wornout sawmill steer or 
antiquated cow or maybe a ‘‘yearling,’’ a 
cross between veal and beef. So some peo- 
ple begin to think we can’t raise good beef 
and must leave that business to the farm- 
ers of Kansas. But don’t you forget it, there 
is not a finer climate and country on God's 
green earth for raising everything civilized 
man wants to eat and wear than Dixie's 
land.

RECLAIMING YOUTHFUL OFFENDERS. ~ 
In seeking state authority and state aid in its effort to reclaim youthful 
pffenders, the Juvepile Protective Association is asking legal recognition and 
‘sanction of a work of the broadest philanthropy. 

The association, comprising some of the leaders in every line of thought 
and activity in the south, has secured a charter and a tract of 426 acres in 
Jackson county as a nucleus for their work in Georgia. 

They wish to undertake the reformation of youthful offenders; they wish 
to sweeten and preserve the seed-corn of the state. Their efforts to retrieve 
from unrighteous paths and unhealthful environment these wayward and dere- 
et children, is worthy of all the encouragement an enlightened, wealthy and 


The respective influences of heredity and environment may engage the 
casuist and absorb the criminologist. All sane, healthy, Christian people 
agree, however, that environment has a tremendous influence upon character. 

The association believes that the atmosphere of a model] farm is more 
conducive to the making of good citizens than the penitentiary. The latter, 
in the case of impressionable youth, becomes inevitably the training school 
for deeper criminality. 

By requiring the performance of easy and helpful tasks and the keeping 
of regular hours, through the inculcation of habits of industry, thrift and per 
severance, and through the influence of moral teachings, the association 
hopes to. reclaim to future usefulness those otherwise condemned to future 
degredation. Its plan also includes provision for juvenile courts to try youth- 
ful offenders, and it advocates the adoption of the probation system. 

At the discretion of the trial fudge, an offender may either be sent to the 
state reformatory or to the model farm. Every youthful offender will thus 
be saved rom the penitentiary. 

Dr. L. G. Hardman, of Commerce, Ga., is president of the association; 
General Clifford L Anderson, of Atlanta, is vice president, and Crawford 
Jackson, to whose work is largely due the success of the movement, is general 
secretary. The headquarters of the association are in this city. Other well 
known citizens of Georgia and other southern states are members of the 
board of trustees and the advisory board. 

In connection with the bill of Representative Holder, of Jackson, intro- 
duced at the request of the association, it may be of interest to note that 
while an appropriation of $25,000 is asked from the state, the association 
pledges itself to give two dollars for each dollar received from the legislature, 

The legislature should be as generous in its treatment of this philan- 
thropic organizatién as circumstances will permit, and encourage to the 
fullest possible extent the splendid work it has undertaken. 
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MUST GET FUNDS FOR SANITATION. 


Repeated fruitless efforts on the part of the board of health to secure 
Sufficient funds to enable it to properly equip the sanitary department, seem 
almost to have blasted the hope for cleaner Atlanta. 

Now the health department has hit upon an expedient through which it is 
proposed to raise at least sufficient money to enable it to remove all stable 
manure and keep back yards and stables clean and sanitary. 

It is proposed that an annual tax of $2 shall be put upon each horse and 
each cow owned and kept within the city limits, thereby deriving an income 
of $12,000 to $13,000, an amount sufficient for this purpose. 

There can be no reasonable objection to a requirement that the owner of 
a horse or a cow shall pay the expenses of cleanliness in his own yard, and if 
such a tax is necessary in order to accomplish the removal of these disease- 
breeding accumulations, council should find no hesitancy in enacting at once 
the required ordinance. 

It is council's first duty to make provision for the protection of life and 
health. The funds necessary to this end must be had and whatever taxes 
may be found essential in securing them will have to be imposed. 

Jut council cannot stop here. The cleaning of stables and backyards 
is one of the most important steps, but that is not all. It is also essential 
that better provision shall be made for cleaning the streets, the underpasses 
and other places, and for the more complete and effective removal of 
garbage and filth from many sections to which now too infrequent and in- 
adequate attention is given. 

To this end it is likewise essential that the sanitary department shall 
be given a sufficient appropriation from the general fund to provide itself 
with the needed equipment and pay the other necessary expenses incident to 
its work. 

Council cannot afford longer to shirk this important duty. 

It must find the money. , ° 

If it does not the city’s health record of the near future will disclose 
even greater disaster than that whieh has already brought shame upon it. 


“NO OTHER POSSIBLE PLAN. 


In'a communication from Mr. W. L. Williamson, of Commerce, Ga., pub- 
lished in today’s Constitution, he suggests that the money necessary to the 
maintenance of the district agricultural school be taken out of the general 
fund of the state. 

The objection to this plan is that just now the state’s finances are in a 
desperate condition. All available funds have been applied and the governor 
will be reduced to the necessity of borrowing $200,000, in the fall, which is 
the limit allowed him to meet casual deficiencies. 

The position taken by Mr. Williamson, Mr. S. J. Montgomery of Hogans- 
ville, and Mr. F. M. Johnson of Bowersville, whose communications are also 
presented, is that the farmers will be called upon to pay an increased price 
for fertilizers, if this measure becomes a law. 

The author of the bill, Mr. Martin of Elbert, has made it quite clear that 
the farmers of Georgia are already paying the increased tax, but they are 
receiving no benefit from it now, and Mr. Martin’s bill proposes that they 
shall receive in the future the benefits to which they are entitled. 

The fertilizer tax pays the cost of inspection and the balance goes to 
maintain these agricultural schools. If it is raised to the avergge charged 
in other states, it will make available an additional $120,000 for the use of the 
agricultural schools. If this money is not provided, the governor declares, the 
schools will have to close, and the farmers of Georgia will continue to pay 
the tax. 

If the price of fertilizers in Georgia, where a 10-cent tax is now charged, 
is no higher than in surrounding states, where 25 cents and 35 cents a ton 
is charged, it is reasonable to suppose that with a 25cent tax Georgia farm- 
ers will have to pay no more for their fertilizers than farmers in other states. 

The fertilizer companies have fixed their selling price upon the basis of a 
25-cent tax. Georgia in neglecting to collect this tax, has simply overlooked 
a plain business opportunity. 

Among other suggestions which have been offered is one by Hon. James 
M. Smith, who proposes to be one of 100 men to lend the state the money 
to maintain the schools for one year,while others have proposed an increase 
in the tax rate above the constitutional limit of 5 millls. 

It must be readily apparent that neither of these suggestions is feasible, 
and the latter is practically impossible. 

The only practical plan, then, that has yet come forward, is that con- 
tained in the Martin bill. 

And if the Martin bill fails, there is small question that the agricultural 
schools will have to close their doors. 
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NEEDS OF STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 


The splendid work which the state normal school at Athens is doing to- 
ward the advancement of education in the state, must command the care- 
ful and considerate attention of every thoughtful Georgian. 


By its importance in this direction, it merits every possible consideration 
at the hands of the general assembly which must provide for its proper 
maintenance, 

There is now pending in the state senate a bill which hag passed the 
house, and upon which the senate will take final action within the next few 
days, appropriating $15,000 for the purpose of making certain repairs and 
improvements at this institution, which have been found essential to its 
safety and effectiveness. 

At present the entire state normal school is practically without fire pro- 
tection. The faculty of the institution has been warned by the authorities 
in Athens that it is without sufficient water pressure to save any building 
on the grounds. Heréin both the lives of the students and the property of 
the state are at stake. 

It has been found necessary, furthermore, to install an adequate heating 
plant for use in certain of the buildings to make them habitable during the 
severe winter months. Without this needed improvement, it is said, at least 
one hundred girl students will have to be sent away from the schoel during 
the coming session. 

Four working laboratory rooms at the school are locked up and useless 
for lack of equipment. 

It is to provide fire protection, adequate heating facilities and equip- 
ment for practical work that the legislature is asked to make this appro- 
priation to a state institution, much.of whose success has been due to agsist- 
ance received from other sources than the state. ‘ 

The request is one which must, assuredly, commend itself to the law- 
making body, involving as it does the vital welfare of so important an in-

| A STEP IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION. 


It had been hoped that the widespread and growing sentiment throughout 
the state for total abrogation of the convict lease system would crystallize 
into positive action in the present legislative session, and lead to the adop- 
tion of some plan by which the state's criminal wards might all be employed 
apart from private traffic. 

We trust that some means may yet be found to obviate the necessity of 
resorting, even in part, to the antiquated and objectionable lease system. 

But if report be correct, if it be found necessary to make confession of 
Georgia’s poverty by temporary continuation of thie relic of barbarity, there 
is in the now proposed committee plan at least much hope that it will be 
short-lived. 

Sixty-three Georgia counties are now working their misdemeanor con- 
victs upon their public roads; twenty-eight counties are working both their 
misdemeanor convicts and those short-term felony convicts which they are 
permitted to take under the existing law for road work in lieu of participa- 
tion in the fund arising from convict hire. 

With this working ground, the legislative committee will, it is under- 
stood, propose to let each county in the state that wishes it employ upon its 
public works both its misdemeanor and its felony convicts, and make pro- 
vision for leasing to private parties only those felony convicts from those 
counties which, for various reasons, cannot or will not so use them. 

A subcommittee of members from both houses of the general ad’sembly 
is now at work upon the matter and will prepare for introduction a bill along 
these general lines. 

There is small question that practically every one of the sixty-three coun- 
ties now using their misdemeanor convicts will be glad to combine with them 
those sentenced for longer terms, thereby securing a larger force through 
which much more satisfactory progress may be made. More than that, it is 
not unlikely that other counties now lacking sufficient misdemeanor convicts 
to warrant them in paying the expense of guarding and feeding would take 
this opportunity of building up a good road gang and falling into line with 
county progress. 

Those counties of the state from which the largest number of felony 
convicts come are all today working their misdemeanor gangs; there is not 
one of them which could not profitably employ still more men. 

The result of the proposed plan will be, therefore, to put the vast ma- 
jority of the felony convicts upon the public works without expense to the 
State, leaving subject to lease perhaps not more than a few hundred men 
from those sparsely settled counties not yet in position to so employ them. 

If we cannot have complete and final abrogation of the lease system, 
here at least is a long step toward it. 

Another five-year period will undoubtedly complete the work and will 
see the last of the convicts employed where they should be, in roadbuilding 
and kindred enterprises. 

In the light of present sentiment the legislature cannot afford to reject 
this important proposition, unless it should be to devise a still more satis- 
factory plan accomplishing entire abandonment of the lease system for all 
time to come. 
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SHOULD BE RELIEVED FROM TAXES. 


Time and again The Constitution has urged favorable legislative action 
upon the proposition to relieve from taxation aollege endowments and other 
property that is devoted specifically to educational purposes. 

The subject is presented anew in the card from Rev. W. P. Lovejoy, of 
Cartersville, in the shgpe of an open letter to the general assembly of Geor- 
gia, which we publish elsewhere today. 

There are many educational institutions in the state, such as Emory and 
Mercer colleges, of a public, and others of a semi-public. nature, whose ef- 


‘forts and progress are materially handicapped by the fact that their property, 


trom which is derived their often meager maintenance, must pay this annual 
tribute into:the public treasury. 

The annual taxes of $1,500 paid by Emory college would alone support 
a department of that institution. | 

Recently one of these institutions lost a substantial addition to its en- 


education in a state where iaxes are imposed upon educational endowments. 


The large and well-equipped institutions for the education of the negro 
which stand upon the hilltops around Atlanta, with their millions of endow- 
ment, escape taxation by the investment of their funds in other states where 
they are exempt. 

Georgia remains one of the few states of the union: in which annual 
tribute is levied upon the tunds and investments given to provide education 
for her youth. 

It is strange the injustice of it has not more strongly appealed to the 
general assembly, to the extent of prompting it to submit to the people a 
constitutional amendment authorizing such exemption. 

For at last it is a matter upon which the people of the state must pass, 
and we doubt not, if left to them, they would emphatically, almost unani- 
mously, say this burden should be lifted. 

The present general assembly could not do a better work than authorize 
the submission of such an amendment to a vote of the people.

EXditor Constitution: If the legislature 
passes the bill to withdraw the appro- | 
priation fof compiling and publishing 
the colonial, revolutionary and confed- 
erate records of Georgla, it will take a 
long step backward. That appropria- 
tion was passed in i902 in response to 
the enlightened sentiment of the state, 
as expressed through the public press; 
in responge to the repeated warnings of 
the secretary of state to successive leg- 
islatures that the reoords of the state 
were in a dilapidated and perishing con- 
dition; in response to the patriotic ef- 
forts of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, who, for four years, had 
appealed to the general assembly to 
compile and preserve, by pubdiication, 
tthe historical records of\.our grand 
commonwealth; in response to the de- 
mand of the Veterans and Gons of Vet- 
erans that Georgia's noble part in the 
giant struggle between the states be 
preserved from oblivion. 

Governor Candler’s sympathy with 
the movement during his incumbency 
as governor attested his patriotism. No 
act of Governor Terrell’s administration 
redounded more to his honor, The rev- 
erent preservation of the honorable rec- 
ords of the past merits the approval of 
the present, and will receive the grati- 
tude of the future generations. Do not 
Georgians owe it as a debt of honor and 
gratitude to the daring pioneers who 
“went before and blazed the way’’ that 
their deeds and their names shall be 
kept In a book of remembrance? 

The more enlightened a people be- 
come, the more they treasure their his- 
tory. It is not mere sentiment; it is 
common sense. The youth of a state 
dowered with a splendid history must be 
taught to live up to their great inherit- 
ance. Georgia, to her credit be it said, 
was the first of the original thirteen 
states, except New Hampshire, to bdb- 
tain her colonial records from Great 
Britain. Seventy-one years ago, her 
legislature appropriated ‘84,000 to de- 
fray the expenses of an agent to be ap- 
pointed by his excellency the governor 
to repair-to London, for the purpose of 
procuring the colonial records or copies 
thereof, now in the colonial department 
of Great Britain, that relate to the his- 
tory and settlement of this state.” A 
further sum of $3,400 was afterwards 
appropriated. Almost all of the south- 
ern states had established departments 
of history and archives, or had their 
colonial records published before Geor- 
gia was aroused from her indifference. 
It is to be hoped that the general as- 
sembly will not allow her to doze again 
before the work its completed. Should 
the proposed bill pass the legislature we 
can look to the chief executive of the 
State to use his veto power ifn the inter- 
est of the history of the people of Geor- 
gia.

for it.

Scathing Remarks Are Made 
by Governor Comer

“If they succeed now in 
bringing about a repeal of the laws 
paseed it would be the woest thing than 
could happen to the state,’ he said. 

The governor expressed great regard 
for law and the judiciary, but believed 
2° man or juége above criticism. He 
did net Believe J Jones had law 
Or justice for the sweeping injunction 
iasueq when the state had secured 
Sgreement on the part of most of the 
roads operating In the state. Neither 
did he think the judge was right in 
“delivering a hectoring lecture and 
particularly quarreling with them (the 
railroads accepting the laws) for with- 
drawing from his court and practically 
observing the laws of the state.’ He 
criticised the judge for citing a solici- 
tor te anéwer a charge of contempt 
“for idle words spoken to a deputy 
marshal” He thought this oftation 
was tnptendeq as a far-reaching intim!}- 
Gation. “When a high judge descends 
to coercing a people, then the ermine 
of his court is being dragged in the 
dust,”” the governer thought. 

After reciting that Judge Jones was 
for years an attorney for the Louls- 
ville and Neshvtile roed, though he 
(Jones) did not believe jin railroad oon- 
trol while a member of the legisia- 
ture, the governor concluded: ‘It looks 
hard to the fair-mindedness of the siate 
and to that equity which all justice de- 
-Mands that he should eit in judgment 
on these important rases.

@reat respect for justice and law that

WOULD EXEMPT FROM TAXES 
EDUCATIONAL PROPERTY 


Rev. W. P. Lovejoy, of Cartersville, 
has sent The Constitution for publica- 
tion the following open letter to tlre gen- 
eral assembly of Georgia: 

“Gentlemen: Hear me for my cause 
—the cause of justice, the cause of hu- 
manity. 

“From time to time petitioners have 
g@tood at the door of the legislature of 
Georgia, and bills have been introduced 
into both houses of your honorable 
body, asking that the people of this 
state be allowed to vote on an amend- 
ment to the constitution, the purpose of 
which is té exempt from tdxation tpe 
educational property belonging to the 
various religious bodies in the state. 

“These bills have recel!v more or 
less favorable consideration, but, for 
some reason or reasons, they have never 
been passed. Candidates for governor 
@gain and again have announced as a 
Plank in their platforms that they fa- 
vored such a measure. Governors, in 
their messages to your body, have sug- 
gested this legislation. Again and again 
the ohancellors of the university have 
eddressed your body and advocated this 
policy as a matter of simple justice. 

“Te these appeals, one and all, the 
law-makers of Georgia have turned a 
G@eaf ear. Why is this? Why does the 
Wmpire State of the~Gouth lag behind 
almost all the states in the union in 
this matter? The endowment of Emory 
~ edilege pays taxes annually to the tune 
‘ef 61.500, and for what? That she 
may contribute to the support of state 
educational institutions. Is this fair? 
$s it just? is it giving a square deal? 
BWmory college and the other church 
schools in the state are not run. to 
make money. They are as free from 
the mercenary charge as is any state 
@chool in Georgia. More so, in fact, be- 
cause the professors in state colleges 
receive larger salaries than professors 
in the colleges of the church, who are 
doing the same sort of work. But, 
Men, competent men in church colleges 
stay with these colleges on smaller sal- 
aries because they are answering the 
call of humanity. : 

“This unjust attitude which the Geor- 
gia legislature has 
years toward our church schools “4s un- 
worthy the law-makers of a great state 
like ours. The friends of the univer- 
sity and “its branches appeal to the 
legisiature for money to run these in- 
Stitutions. They are in Atlanta today 
on this business. Their appeal finds 
listening ears and responsive minds. We 
raise no protest against large appro- 
priations to enable these state institu, 
tions to do their work. But we do most 
@arnestiy protest that it is not fair, it-is 
not just, it is not patriotic to tax other in- 
stitutions, doing the same sort of work, 
building up our common civilization in 
the same way, and thus hinder these 
church schools in doing a work that is 
an untold blessing to our common- 
wealth. 

“Gentiemen, give us the relief ws have 
So long asked at vour nands. We ask 
for no appropriation. we want no state 
eld, but we do ask that this load be 
taken off our church 4olleges, that they 
‘me put on an equal footing with state 
institutions. A @iscriminating policy 
ls unjust, unpatriotic, undemocratic. It 
ie against this -policy that we protest. 
Give.the citizens a chance to vote on 
this measure, and we will be content 
te abide by the rest. ’

Editor Constitution: There has been 
@ mreat deal said as to how the convicts 
should be disposed of for the next five 
years. Mr. Williamson hits the keynote 
when he says that a great many people 
seem to think that as soon as a mur- 
derer is convicted he ought to be 
put on “‘flowery beds of ease” instead of 
being put to work at hard labor and 
punished in this way for his crime. Mur- 
derers, burglars, professional gamblers, 
as a rule, are men who do not work until 
they are put in the. venitentiary and 
have it to do. It takes the best of dis- 
cipline by experienced wardens who are 
positive, and a good strap to get work 
out of these villians. That is my expe- 
rience. ‘

z00od managers of camp-meetings, etc., 
but if they were put in charge of the 
penitentiary as wardens, the convicts

as soon as the state is able to re- 
Dlace the fund now received from the 
lease of the convicts for school pur- 
poses, and in addition pay the expense 
of the maintenance of the convicts while 
they do this work. which would run 
into hundreds of thousands of dollars 
annually. In my opinion, if the misg- 
demeanor convicts are put On the public 
roads it would very nearly supply the 
demand for road work. and the state, 
at this time and for the next five years, 
can use the funde derived from the ‘hire 
of. the state convicts to good advantage 
after losing the revenue heretofore de- 
rived from whisky license. 

he state of Georgia, in my opinion, 
can secure $400 per annum for each con- 
vict—the state paying for the wardens 
and guards, as it does now. 

It might be a good idea to hire the 
convicts in squads of from 50 to 200 and 
not ailow subleasing. Sweat Bros. work 
convicts in Alabama and Texag on their 
turpentine farms and in those states 
they do not allow subleasing. The con- 
victs are not bought and sold as a great 
many try to make it appear; their labor 
is bought and sold and the convicts are 
directly under the supervision and con- 
trol of the state, as the state employs 
the warden and guards, and I am sure 
the state camps in Georgia will compare 
with any of the camps of any state in 


and thé™®onvicts are as healthy and as: 
well cared for as in any state. They 
come as little into competition with free 
labor as it is possible to get them, until 
they can all be worked on public roads. 
The convicts do not come into compe- 
tition with skilled labor at all now. 
They are worked in saw mills and on 
turpentine farms and any one who wants 
a job of this kind can get it at any 
time the mills are being operated. If 
the state should buy farms and put the 
convicts to ¢arming, then they would 
come in direct competition with the 
farmer. df the state can hire her con- 
vict labor at $33.33 I-38 per month, or 
$400 per year, and let the lessee feed 
and clothe them and furnish suitable 
camps and the state furnish wardens, 
guards and physicians, as they. are now’ 
doing, the 2,000 state convicts would 
produce to the state a net revenue of 
$600,000 per year. as it would cost the 
dtate approximately $200,000 per year to 
pay wardens, guards, etc., and the con- 
victs would be as well cared for as they 
would in a million-dollar penitentiary 
«killing time trying to learn them some 
killing time trying to learn some 
into competition with skilled labor. 

I think the prison commission has han- 
died the convicts admirably and has 
seen to it that they have been well cared 
for and the convicts are faring as well 
as they are in any state. 

The state can use the revenue derived 
from the,@onvict hire for educational 
purposes, (and, in my opinion, should 
do so. » F. L. SWEAT.

Changes in School Books. 


Editor Constitution: At last there !s 
one bill pending in the legislature that 
has for its object the removal of an tin- 
tolerable financia) burden from the peo- 
ple—a temporary removal, ft Is true, 
but a removal that will be none the 
less welcomed! The bill in question is 
the one introduced Wednesday in the 
house by Messrs. Price of Oconee. Hold- 
er of Jackson. and others, to postpone 
the adoption of schoo] books in Georgia 
until] I91f. Some members of -the legis- 
lature may oppose this bill, but very 
few people outside of the legislature will 
oppose it. 

It is strange how easily the people are 
buncoed about school books! Periodic- 
ally, there is a wild outcry from one, 
source or another that al! the school 
books in_use are “out of date,” or are 
“sectional’’ or are ‘‘too costly,” or are 
“too cheap,’ or are “too unteachable,”’ 
and so on. Then a sweeping change !s 
made before the people have time [to 
realize what is thappening, and down 
into their pockets they have to dive to 
pay for new books all around. 

When the legislature passed a law 
providing a uniform system of school 
books for Georgia, the people were in- 
sistently told that the results would be 
cheaper books, infrequent changes, and 
no more sweeping changes. The changes 
made under this law must have cost the 
people from $500,000 to $700,000.

The writer thas not all of the facts at | 
hand, buut he recalls that just before the 
law for uniform school books went into 
effect, to-wit, in 1901, Hart, Hall, Ware, 
Marion and Jackson counties each made 
almost complete changes in school 
books. In 1904, hardly three yearg later, 
these counties made another complete 
change adopting the books provided Dy 
the uniform system. Now, if they must 
be parties to another adoption this year 
Or next, they will all have another cost- 
ly change to make before they have 
more than just started to use tne pres- 
ent state books! 

The writer begs the members of the 
legislature to appeal to the people for 
information as to their wishes in this 
matter, and they will find the people 
overwhelmingly in favor of the bill of 
Messrs. Price and Holder, and grateful 
to them for their effort to prevent a 
tax that would be a totally unwarranted 
hardship.

Who Pays the Tag Tax? 


Enddiitor Constitution: As there seetns 
to be considerable difference of opinion 
as to who really pays the tag tax on 
fertilizers, 1 hope you will publish * at 
once the following facts, which I happen 
to know are facts: 

Having Some experience as one of the 
many smal! mixers of the state, I 
know that the farmer pays the tax. Of 
the 218 manufacturers that registered 
in Georgia for the sale of fertilizers i65 
were within the bounds of the state. 
Of this 165, there are probably not more 
than 50 who ever ship a single sack out 
of their home towne, but deliver their 
goods direct to the consumer. All the 
materials, including acid phosphate, mu- 
riate of potash, kainit, etc., are shipped to 
these local warehousemen by the guano 
trust free of tag tax, these same being 
bagged and tagged by the local ware 
houseman and sold to the consumer on 
a basis of the cost of materials, mixing 
bags, tags, etc., without regard to the 
scale of prices set by the guano trusts. 
‘Now, your humble correspondent pro- 
posed to the farmers in this neighbor- 
hood that they advance cash to cover 
certain cash items, including freight and 
tax tags, and that I woutd furnish fer- 
tilizers at a certain price. This they 
did, and in each where they did not, 
the !0-cent per ton was included in the 
price of the goods. It seems that any 
one would know that the tax on the 
finished goods does not affect the price 
of the materials, the fractional part of 
a cent, and a very large and ever- 
increasing per cent of the fertilizers in 
Georgia are being finished in the local 
warehouses, the price of which is no 
more affected by the tax levied In ad- 
joining states than the price of the pig 
that I sell to my neighbor. I have in 
my possession good evidence that the 
price of finished goods shipped into the 
state are no more affected than the 
goods finished in the local warehouses. 

If the taxes are increased the farmer 
will have <t to pay.

If thetax on fertilizers 
was raised to $I per ton it would not 
cost the manufacturérs and dealers one 
cent. They know the farmers would 
have it to pay. The farmers are op- 
posed to this bill to increase the tax on 
fertilizers, and not the manufa¢turers 
and dealers. As a fertilizer dealer, I 
have no objections to the increase of 
the fertilizer tax, but as a farmer and 
consumer of fertilizers, | object to the 
increase of the tax on fertilizers. Asa 
farmer I favor a decrease in the tax to 
5 cents per ton, because that amount 
will pay all the expenses of inspecting 
and analyzing the fertilizers- No state 
ought to require more. : 

I am willing to be taxed along with 
all the other citizens of Georgia ac- 
cording to what I am worth to raise the 
money needed by the eleven new 
Schools. I am also willing to be one of 
one hundred citizens to loan the state, 
‘without Interest for twelve months, $1,- 
200 each, which will raise the amount 
needed. 

While I understand the governor has 
no authority to borrow any more money 
than he has already borrowed, yet, I am 
sure, one hundred patriotic citizens can 
be found in Georgia who will loan the 
State the $120,000 needed, an@® will 
trust to the legislature, which meets in 
June, 1909, to devise the means for pay- 
ing back the money.

There 
is no suggestion anywhere by anybody 
S8O far as 1 have noticed, that these 
schools have any sort of right to claim 
any portion of the general tax fund. 
The proposition of Governor Smith, 
Representative LH, O. Martin, The 
Constitution and others sounds about 
this way: The state proposes to be 
quite liberal with these schools, es- 
tavlished for the purpose o&8 training 
farmers in the science of their calling, 
and will,appropriate $10,000 annually 
to each of tne eleven schools, provid- 
ed the farmers themselves will put 
up the money in the shape Df a tax 
on themselves. 

The claim that this additional 
tax of $120,000 will not change 
price farmers will have to pay for 
their fertilizers is hardly worthy of 
Governor Smith or The Constitution. 
Fertilizer manufacturers are for the 
most part business men of the first 
rank, who figure every item of ex- 
pense in maaing up the cost of their 
product. lt is altogether unreason- 
able to suppose that they will over- 
look the additional tag tax of $120,000 
in arriving at the selling price of this 
product. 

The legislature appropriates about 
$50,000 for the maintenance of the 
Technological School. The graduates 
from this school are mostly civil en- 
gineers and mechanical experts. Their 
services are largely utilized by rall- 
roads and manufacturing enterprises, 
but so far the railroads or manufactur- 
ing‘interests of the state have not 
been called On to pay a special tax 
from Which the Tech is to be support- 
ed. On the contrary farmers, who pay 
fully 50 per cent of the general tax, 
contribute their share toward support- 
ing the Tech. 

The same may be gaid of the state 
university, including the law school, 
medical college, etc. They all draw 
their support from the general tax, 
one-half of which is pa. by farmers. 

These institutions are all right, and 
their suppert by the state is not ob-, 
jected to by the farmers, but in all 
fairness, put the agricultural schools 
on the same basis, If you are to con- 
tinue to tax farmers to support schools 
for training professional men and ex- 
pert machinists, then let those who 
are the beneficiaries of the schools 
contribute their share toward support- 
ing the schools for training farmers. 

Farmers are patient and long suf- 
fering. They sat still for a genera- 
tion ang allowed politicians to divert 
the Morril fu and keep agricultural 
education in the background all that 
time; but the time is rapidly coming 
when they will demand their rights, 
and falling to receive them will take 
matters into their own hands. They 
are getting tired of doing the cat's-

Many of Gans’ friends thought 
the count on the fina: knock-down was 
ehort, and that he was not properly 
out. It was apparent, however, that 
Gans was a defeated man after 
eighth round. 

For the @rst five rounds Gans landed 
at Will on Nelson. terribly punishing 
him e@bout the face. It did not look 
thet Melson had one chance in a hun- 
a4reé to win, but he never hesitated 
to come to close quartere with the 
champion, and swung hie arms 
gonestantiy, seeking an opening. F'inal-' 
ly tf the seventh round Gens began to 
weeken aif from that time till the end 
the tide turned in Nelson's favor. In 
the seventh he caight Gans off his 
guerd and landged heavily on the body. 

Gans Frequemtiy Took Count. 


Thereafter it wae Wedlson’s fight. In 
the twelfth round Gens went fo the 
floor for the court of mive om three dif- 
ferent occasions. Nelon punished him 
eeverely about the body and face, but 
it was the body biews that eventually 
brought the chempion to grief. In the 
fourteenth aGns showed a flash of his 
class.

Melson, when seen in his dressing 
weom after the fight, presented a bat- 
tered up apptarance, but was apparent- 
ly as strong as before the fight com- 
menoced. He said: 

“I tknew T cowld lick him. I took all 
the bets I could get and cleaned up a 
dig sum. I have won the lightweight 
championship, and have all the money 
I want. I don’t care if I never see a 
boxing giove again. [ may or may not, 
however, fight again.” 

Referee Jack Walsh had this to say 
after the fight: 

Weison won a clean-cut victory. I 
de not, however, think that Gans of to- 
day was the Joe Gans of old. Nelson 
was too strong, and it was a case of 
youth having its fling.’’ 

The attendance at today’s battie was 
the greatest, with two exceptions, that 
ever attended a prize fight in California. 

The receipts amounted to $40,000. 

It was 2:46 p. m. when Nelson en- 
tered the ring. He got a hearty cheer 
and was quickly followed by Gans. He, 
too, was accorded a warm reception.

The “smallest’’ playhouse jis called 
the “Rehearsal aheater,” and fs sit- 
uated in Maiden Lane, a narrow street, 
one block long, just back of the fa- 
mous Strand. It is the property of and 
is maneged by Herbert Jay, the Dbusi- 
ness maneger of one of the big Weet 
End theaters of London. Ite name gives 
a hint of the chdef purpose of the tiny 
house, for it is Allied almomt the week 
through with theatrical companies be- 
ing knocked [nto presentatéie shape for 
some important production either in 
London or in one of the big Boglieh 
provincial cities. As @ general thing 
such a company would be put through 
ite preliminary pesses at the theater 
where it is to make its bow te the pub- 
lic, but cireumestances often prevent. 
Hither the stage is fn use for other 
purposes of the production is to be 
made out of town and the menager 
does not wam to travel away from 
London to superintend the rehearsals.

Finally we arrive at the semmer capital of 
the government. the “Simia’’ of the Phiiip- 
pines, Baguio. It is @ cottage capita!, even 
the residence of the gOvernor genera! being 
little more than an ‘A No. l’' sManty. A)- 
thongh most of the conveniences of civiltza- 
tion are lacking, the splendid mountain 
scenery and salubrious climate’ make Baguio 
a delightful esoape from the hot seagon of 
Manila. 

A mile from Baguio ip the reservation of 
“Camp John Hay,’’ where the military gov- 
ernment has established a camp of recupere - 
tion for officers and Gers run-down in 
health by tropioal service, but not suffi- 
ciently disabled to be sent back to the 
United States. The military commander of 
the Philippines occupies a cottage here dur- 
ing the hot season. There are in all prob- 
ability about ten cottages, built of Benguet 
pine, and the sfme number of tents, for offi- 
moet: besides a barrack building and a hos- 

The location ef the oamp is fascinating. 
The beautiful mountains of Benguet guard 
the horison throwgh which the pristine valleys 
by devious ways at last escape. This is the 
land of the Igorrotes. They are a primitive 
Malay race. Their skins are as rich a 
chocolate and plastered with as many itches 
as these of other Filipinos; but in their 
physical conformati physiognomy, habits, 
customs and beliefs thes {fer greatly from 
the lowlanders. They come into Baguio to do 
their shopping. and to carry home tales of 
what the white people are doing; and oc- 
casionally they visit ‘Camp Hay’ to peddle 
fruits and curiosities. Ome day four Igar- 
rote women came to camp with baskets of 
bananas perched on thelr heads, from which 
manes of coarse black hair cascaded over 
their fates and shoulders. They were short. 
atocky little. creatures, dreseed in something 
like Scotch plaids. Like the Scotch, they 
wore no stockings; unlike the Scotch, they 
wore ne shoes.

PULPIT TEXT 


A sermon recently delivered by Rev. 
Wiltam Anderson, of Nashville, Tenn., 
to a congregation of the First Presby- 
terian church of that city, of which he 
is pastor, has attracted consideradie 
attention, and The Constitution § ac- 
cordingly reproduces it herewith. 

Dr. Andgersor’s theme was ‘‘The Folks 
at Home,” and among other things he 
said: 

“The text is Bxodus 20:12, ‘Honor thy 
father and thy mother that thy days 
may be long upen the land which the 
Lord, thy God, giveth thee.’ 

“The home is definitely dignified by 
having this command in the moral law. 
These ten commandments of God set 
forth the purpose of His moral gov- 
ernment. And did you ever notice the 
wide sweep of His moral law? 


“!l. The first sets forth the absolute | 


Supremacy of God. 
“2. The sécond forbids idolatry. 
‘8. The third forbids profanity. 


“4 The feurth commands us to hal- 
low the Sabbath. 
reveals the sacred 


“6. e fifth 
oharacter of the home and of all hu- 
man relationships. 

‘6. The sixth forbids murder. 

‘7. The seventh forbids adultery and 
all impurity of heart and life. 

"8. The eighth enforces honesty. 

“9. The ninth enforces truthfulness. 

“10. The tenth enforces the supreme 
necessity of contentment. 

“And thus these principles of mora! 
law that sweep from the throne of 
God in heaven to the center of the hu- 
man heart have set In the very midst 
of them this commandment regarding 
the character of the home, I beli¢ve the 
fact of this command emphasises and 
gives value to all that I have said in 
this series of sermons. 

“While the commandment ig broader 
than the mere relationship between par- 
ents and children, and directly refers 
to relationships of all superiors and in- 
ferior#, yet it does refer directly by 
name to the family, the home, the par- 
ents and children., It seems to throw a 
halo of glory aroaind ‘The Old Folks at 
Home.’ 

“I remark in the first place that chil- 
dren owe a great and everlasting debt 
to their parents. One of the strangest

No great man of the moment could

Sents a human force expressed along 
different lines; the one leading men in 
a complexity of actiong—a vital influ- 
ence of the history of the thme; the 
other giving to man a thought and 
philosophy which will live forever in 
world Hteraturé. 

The chosen socia] isolation of Mr. 
Harris was ‘no doubt one of the secrets 
of the purity, beauty and truth spirit- 
ualizing his writings. He did not scat- 
ter his forces; he knew men and loved 
them, but he loved them apart. He 
Knew them through their g00d deeds 
and their better parts, and pitied them 
for their iniquitites. He did not carp 
or ra@il at their frailties, but accepted 
them generously, and humorously 
crastised them when, through Billy 
Saunders at the country store, he de- 
livered himself of that quaint phil- 
Osophy which belonged to the sage of 
“Shady Dale.”’ 

Through Br’er Rabbit and his pranks, 
and Br’er Fox and his wily ways, 
“Uncle Remus’ and the little boy have 
brought nations of people, old and 
young, to laugh with them at the fa- 
mous tar-baby tale.

General Lafayette’s Narrow Escape. 


(From The Army and Navy Life.) 


In the fall of 1778 General Lafayette, ow- 
ing to a severe iliness, was desirous of re- 
turning home, and congress directed Landais 
him to France in the Alliance. A 
crew wag got together with great difficulty. 
Many seamen dialiked to serve under a 
Frenchman, and especially under Landais, 
for whom they showed « particular antipathy. 
Finally, motiey collection of sallors was 
obtained, consisting largely of American ad- 
venturere, French deserters and English pris- 
oners; and the Alliance sailed from Boston 
on what proved to be a stormy voyage in 
more senses than one. Part of the crew 
formed a conspiracy to seise the vessel, 
carry her into some British port, sell her as 
a ‘‘rebel ship,’’ and enrich themselves with 
the proceeds. At @ given moment the con- 
spirators were to cry ‘Sail Ho’’ from aloft, 
and as soon as the officers and passengers 
should appear upon deck, ae they naturally 
would on hearing this ery, they were to be 
swept away by the fire of four pleces of 
cannon, which were to be arranged fur the 
purpose and were to be put under the charge 
of a mutinous gunner. According to done ac- 
vount of the plot, Landais, whom the muti- 
neers greatly hated, wes to be heavily ironed, 
to be put into a boat without food, water or 
saila, and to be left to his fate. The time 
fixed for carrying out the conspiracy was 4 
o'clock in the morning of a certain day, but 
for some reagon it was postpened until 4 
in the afternoon. This probably

Plans are being made intended to lop 
off the Bryan vote in the convention to 
such an extent as to prevent his nomi- 
nation on the first ballot if possible 
through the application of what is 
known as the unit rule of voting.

The operation of the unit rule has 
heretofore been imposed by state con- 
ventions. Some states have thus uni- 
formly imposed on their delegates to 
the democratic national conventions the 
duty of voting as a unit in accordance 
with the decision of the majority of the 
delegation on any particular question, 
arrived at by a oaucus of the delega- 
tion before the vote. Where state con- 
ventions have felled to impose the unit 
rule it has been held that the delega- 
tion could not, by ite own action, im- 
pose the rule upon fteelf. Notwith- 
standing this ruling, there are those 
here who maintain that should a dele- 
gation by majority action decide to 
vote es a unit in sonvention the con- 
vention would have no review that ac- 
tion. 

In accordance with this idea, it was 
stated today that Chairman Guffey, of 
the Pennsylvania delegation, contem- 
plated a meeting of his delegation for 
the pwrpose of taking action on the 
question. The Pennsylvania situation 
in this respect is, however, slightly 
unique, as the enforcement of the unit 
rule has.heretofore always obtained 
upon a asimple suggestion, but not 
under instruction by the state conven- 
tion. The last state convention failed 
te make this suggestion, and Mr. Guf- 
‘gs reported intention to put it into

him. 

With the machinery of the convention 
in the hands of the Bryan forces, it is 
stated by his friends that it will be im- 
possiole to oarry out this plan should 
there be objection to it.

Much -¢ommeent has 
been imduiged in, pre and con, with 
regeva to the adoption made by the 
State Text-Book commission, but.after 
all ita ie very evident that good books 
have been selected, many of them much 
better than are in use at this time, and 
a8 a general proposition the outlook is 
exceedingly bright fer efficient work 
to be done during the next five years. 

It is @ matter of common knowledge 
thet there was more or less of a split 
in the commission with regard to the 
changing of books. Buperintendent H. 
Cc. Gufmele with three, and sometimes 
four others, centended against any 
changes where complaint had not been 
made. This grew out of a desire on 
their part te avoid expense in the pnr- 
chase ef new beoks, and to prevent as 
far as possible disturbing the present 
courses of study 

While the shames will aggregate in 
the neighborheed ef 90 per cent, there 
will not be so much of a herdship, as 
the parente wilt be able to swep old 
books for new at a discount of 80 per 
cent. The fact that this will extend 
over a period ef five years will bring 
about an economical administration of 
school affairs. 

HeeahthA Cen ditions.

A great deal of alleged physical suf- 
fering is primarily mental. A great 
many people have “fixed ideas” of dis- 
ease, pain, debility. fatigue, dread, in- 
efficiency and” inexpressible woes, 
Much often than we realize these can 
be transplanted without surgery or 
medication. I do not mé@an that they 
are not real sufferings. They are as 
real as the grave but they are not 
grounded in physical infirmity, and 
they are not to be cured with physics. 
The mind becomes possessed of a con- 
viction that a certain part of the body 
is infirm and imputes pain to that part 
in spite of all the medicine in the world, 
Hundreds of people refuse to get well 
after the physician has cured them. It 
is not his fault, and it is not their 
fault. But they have simply had dis- 
ease suggested to them until they can- 
not think at all except upon that as- 
sumption. It is an “‘auto suggestion,” 
or it is a family suggestion, and the 
only way to remove it is by the vigor- 
ous counter suggestion of another per- 
son. The vatue of a “fixed idea’ of 
health, as being only the removal of a 
fixed idea of disease where there was 
no organic reason for it, will hardly 
be disputed. Yet One cannot oOverem- 
phasize the multitudes that there are 
of these tInvalids sitting in padded 
chairs and making ready for the hearse 
whose trouble is primarily mental, and 
how many there are, again. who have 
a slight organic infirmity and have in- 
creased its effects a thousandfold Dy 
what we may call “household sugges- 
tion.”

MRS. BOYD STRESSES IMPORTANCE 
OF PROPOSED JUVENILE COURTS 


Of great importance and interest to 
the whole state is the juvenile court 
bill, now before the house of represen- 
tatives, and the proposition to remove 
the so-called state reformatory, of 
which so much has been recently sald, 
from the state prison farm at Milledge- 
ville. By courtesy of the house and sen- 
ate, a meeting was held in the hall of 
the house of representatives Tuesday 
evening. June 30, to consider these 
questions. Its eentiment was over- 
whelmingly in (favor of, establiahing 
juvenile courts, which are to be pre- 
sided over by the ordinaries of the va- 
rious counties, and of reforming the 
so-called reformatory. whose inade- 
quacy and improper location are con- 
demned by our prison commissioners 
themeelves, 

The following discussion is no attempt 
to treat the wWRole question Involved in 
the juvenile court or the reformatory; 
it is a mere section of the subject, and 
is here reproduced merely as tending 
to stimulate our thought and increase 
our tnformation along this important 
lines. 

An Important Problem. 

The importance of the problem of 
juvenile delinquents te Georgia is verg 
great. It is true that there are but 
63 juveniles in our state reformatory, 
with 10 reported in the penitentiary as 
under !I6 But in the city of Atlanta 
alone we had in 1905, 1,007 arrests of 
juveniles, and there were 13! arrests of 
children in Atlanta last January. If 
other cities and towns in Georgia ar- 
rest children in anything like the same 
proportion as we there must be upwards 
of three, four or even five thousand 
juvenile delinquents arrested each year 
throughout the state. 

Now in Atlanta we spent in 1906 
$177,005 for our police department, and 
made a little over 17,000 arrests—a 
shameful number, surpassed by only one 
city tn the United States with as much 
as 60,000 population. This made each 
arrest cost us, speaking generally, about 
$10, and if we are to so dea! with our 
juvenile delinquents that they are to 
become recidivists, or repeatedly ar- 
rested, we can see that they will each 
time put us to further expense. In- 
deed, we get but little idea of the tru2 
cost of crime from these figures. The 
cost to life, to property, to public 
Safety. and to morals, makes the real 
problem of the criminal far more serl- 
and Dugdale has estimated that a 
single griminal and pauper family in 
New York, which was studied tin re- 
to nearly 1,200 members, cost the 
of New York about a million 
and a quarter dollars. or $1,000 per 
capita. If, indeed, the criminal is to 
cost us anything like that amount m 
reorgia, then !{t is of the utmost im- 
portance, from. a merely financial point 
of view, to deal with these hundreds or 
thousands of juvenile delinquents in 
such a manner that they may be edu- 
cated from crime instead of for crime.

Causes of Juvenile Arrests. 


It is important, too, to consider what 


are the causes of these arrests, that we 
may see whether there is a proper rem- 
edy. 

There it, it is true, an occasional cnlid 
that seems to be born a criminal, though 
such a case is extremely rare and may 
almost always be accounted for by path- 
ological causes or on the ground of in- 
sanity. Even our yellow “journals 
scarcely ever herald such a case, and 
we may dismiss inborn ariminal tenden- 
cles on the part of children ag almost 
negligible in number. 

Bad heredity, too, is said to produce 
criminals, and this is undoubtedly true 
is sO far asthe children of criminals and 
paupers are born with inferior phy- 
siques and consequently less ability to 
care for themselves or to resist tempta- 
tion. But much of the so-called influ- 
ence of heredity is tTreally that of the 
bad environment furnished for such 
children, who are turned loose on the 
street or thabituated to crim@ through 
their associations. This I believe. ac- 
counts for much of the delinquency 
among Our negro population, who fur- 
nish us 91 per cent of our criminals in 
Georgia. If merely as an experiment, it 
might be worth our while to keep the 
little negroes off the street and in Xin- 
dergarten schools, or nurseries, and see 


whether the results would not eventua!l-

ly show good from early influence. 
ably it would not cost us very 
more than our punitive system. 

The third cause of crime which should 
be emphasized ig. that of ignorance or 
merely childish mischief. What is the 
justice of arresting an illiterate child 
who has gone shooting or trespassing 
on posted lands? 

Which is the more harmed, the park 
squirrel at which mischiveous boys 
throw acorns, or the boys themselves, 
when they are locked up in the police 
station for it? Yet we have had just 
such arrests in this city. 

I have in my possession a clipping, 
not from a very recent paper, it is true, 
showing haw five little negro boys who 
went into a barn and went to sleep 
under some cotton seed to keep warm 
were all arrested and sent to the city 
stockade for a month. This probably 
was mere childish mischief or love of 
adventure. just such mischief and ad- 
venture as {s common to your child and 
the children of families who intervene 
and protect them. 

How can we expect the children of the 
very poor to have any idea of property 
rights? Have we not learned that chil- 
dren do not understand authority until 
it is crossed? And will we not see that 
too many arrests are, in themselves, & 
fruitful source of crime? Of the 1,007 
arrests in Atlanta in 1905, 917, or over 
nine-tenth, were for disturbing the peace 
and only 85, or considerably less than 
one-tenth, for the more serious stealing 
and ‘housebreaking. 

Parental neglect is another cause of 
Gnildish wrongdoing. One of the best 
authorities in the United States on child 
questions found, by a study of the sta- 


tistics of all the reformatories in the 
United States in 1890, that half the 
children in these institutions were either 
whole orphans or half orphans. 

Whether this is also true of our state 
delinquents, we cannot be sure from the 
figures as they are collected, but the 
officials of our Fulton county industrial 
farm recently stated that the boys had 
practically no communication with 
home and the parents seemed utterly 
indifferent as to wheir fate, in most 
cases. —~ 

Certainly the 900 arrests in Atiahta 
for disturbing the peace reflect directly 
on the home training and home contro! 
of the children, and the parents of @ 
goodly number of children themselves 
contribute to their arrest as incorrigi- 
bles. 

Association with adult criminals is an- 
other cause of crime in the young. 

The juvenile court bill will do much 
to correct this. A child should not be 
kept In the same jail with older offenda- 
ers, nor worked in a chaingang with 
them, nor even tried in the same court, 
for by all these methods he is instruct- 
ed in crime. 

Idleness is another source Of crime, 
and illiteracy a contributing factor. in 
this part of the United States, as I have 
several times pointed out, we have over 
three times as many criminals from the 
illiterates as from @n equal number of 
those who can read and write. Indeed, 
the school as a mere source of discipline 
and safe employment would have a 
value, if it had none as mental! training. 

Night Employment. 


One more cauSe for juVenile crime that 
applies particularly to the very large 
cities. The employment of boys as 
night messengers in the worst sections 
of the city is an unfailing cause of 
moral degeneration. The superintend- 
ent of a large house of refuge near ‘Pnil- 
adelphia reports that the largest single 
cause of crime among his boys is this. 
Newsboys, too, are particularly subject 
to temptation. ,r this I do not mean 
the boys in little Towns, or your neigh 
bor’s boy and mine who delivers the 
morning paper and then goes to school, 
but the child who is on the streets from 
morn till late in the night, and for 
twelve or fourteen hours knows no other 
home. ~-One-fourth of tHe boys com- 
mitted to the New York Juvenile asy- 
lum are newsboys, and many cities are 
now legislating against this evil. 

Summing up the foregoing, we may see 
that in the heredity of the child, in his 
ignorance, in too frequent arrests, in 
parental neglect, in our own neglect in 
allowing him to associate with criminals, 
and in the failure to properly safeguard 
the employment of children, we Nave 
factors that make for juvenile erime but 
are largely outside the child’s control. 
For a part of this the child is not to be 
judged criminally responsible. 

Let it-then be our aim to teach rather 
than punish him to saVe, rather than 


merely to sentence.

‘THE COLONIAL RECORDS 


OF MUCH VALUE TO STATE 


One of the first things to engage the) 
attention of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution in Georgia was 
the deplorable condition of the early 
records of the state. Much zealous, 
energetic work was done by the so- 
clety in efforts to arouse public inter- 
est in the matter and secure legisla- 
tion which would save these records 
from decay or loss, and make their 
contents accessible to the people. A 
great deal of our most valuable his- 
tory was practically buried. History 
was being daily taught in our public 
schools, yet’ we were neglecting the 
fountainhead of our own state history. 
Even if the records were in good con- 
dition, and we could feel sure that 
they would not be lost through decay, 
fire or other cause, the matter con- 
tained in them, unless printed in book 
form and properly indexed, would be 
practically beyond reach of the people. 

Year after year the Daughters of the 
American Revolution continueg this 
work, and successive governors made 
recommendations to the legislature on 
the subject. In the meantime a list of 
several thousand Georgia soldiers of 
the revolution was made from decaying 
records and published without expense 
to the state. Finally these efforts were 
crowned with success. The law pro- 
viding for the compilation of the 
colonial, revolutionary and confeder- 
ate records was passed, and the work 
of compiling them was entrusted by 
Governor Terrell to former Governor 
Candler, a most fitting and admirable 
selection. 

Part Played by D. A. R. 


The part taken by the Daughters of 
the American Revolution in bringing 
about this result was recognized in an 
editorial in The Constitution last Sun- 
day, in which it was said: “Years be- 
fore the legislature took cognizance 
of the demand for rescue of these 
documents from decaying dust an@ 
oblivion, the Daughters of the’'Amer- 
ican Revolution in Georgia, and allied 
patriotic organizations, had been per- 
sistently agitating for the systematic 
inauguration of the work. It is not 
too much to say that their unofficial 
but zealous efforts crystallized the

sentiment resulting in the naming of 
Governor Candler to undertake this 
important mission.” 

Governor Candler, in his report at 
the present session of the legislature. 
refers to the work that is stil] being 
done by members of this society. He 
says: 

“One more volume wil] complete the 
series of revolutionary records, unless 
the scope of the work is extended so 
ag to embrace county records made in 
some of the old counties during the 
revolutionary struggle, which are, in 
many cases, as important and inter- 
esting as the records fougd in our 
archives rooms and in London. The 
Daughters of the Revolution in Geor- 
gia are now engaged in the patriotic 
work of endeavoring to rescue from 
Oblivion these valuable papers which 
are fast going to decay.” 

Up to this time, 20 volumes of colonia] 
and revolutionary records, varying in 
Size from about 600 to 1,000 pages, 
have been printed and bound. Eigh- 
teen of these are colonial records. 

Thirteen More Volumes. 


The unprinted manuscript now on 
hand and the smal] amount of matter 
yet to be copied will make about 13 
mowe volumes Three of the four vol- 
umes of revolutionary records have been 
printed. 

The books are sold at the remarka- 
bly low price of $1.50 per copy, the ac- 
tual cost of printing and binding. 

Every town library in the state should 
be supplied with them, and some, if 
not all, of our chapters can easily af- 
ford to have them. 

The indexes are very full, and one 
cannot glance over one of these indexes 
without being struck with the wealth 
of interesting matter in the books. They 
are a mine of valuable materia] for 
the historian. 

Governor Candier‘’s report says: 

“These volumes contain a complete 
official record of the executive and 
legislative departments of the colonial 
and state governments, royal and re- 
publican, so far as it has been possibile 
to find them, either here or in Eng- 
Inad, from the date of the charter in 
1732 to the fina] cessation of British 


rule in 1782.’’
